THE MOCK PARLIAMENT 

j^ ij'Perhaps no single institution at McGill has attained such instant 
polsularity.or awal<cned so much general interest as the iVlock Parlia- 
ment, which was' re-established on Wednesday evening. There is a 
perennial appeal in an activity of this kind, and particularly so in these 
niomcntuous days when so many and such insistent questions are 
awaiting sotllemént. The advantages of such an institution are 
obvious All that can be said in favor of other forms of debate are 
equally true of this. Moreover, its interest is general and not, as 
frequently happens, confined to a few, while the rest form a more or 
less interested audience. Under the rules formulated on Wednesday, 
everyone will have an opportunity for a full expression of his. opinion, 
and the inevitable result will be to^stiinulate the general interest. 

Wisely^ as we think, it was decided that the pairties to be formed 
would not conform strictly to those existing in the Federal Parliament. 
Two have emerged so far, the Constitutionalists and the Progressives, 
names which may mean much or little, but which, braodly speaking, 
denote, respectively, conservative or radical tendencies. A third 
party, we hear, is to be organized in the near future, bearing the name 
of ''Independent," but it would be interesting to know ôf what exactly 
they are to be independent, as the parties so far have only been formed 
on the broadest of lines. However, there is no doubt that this "free- 
lance" spirit will appeal to many of our keenest debaters, who care 
little which side they support, as long as they may display their talents 
"agin' the Government. ' In any case, this three-fold division should 
ensure a thorough discussion of all the outstanding featur^ of pre- 
sent-day politics. 

In this issue, one of the parties sets out its "platform."- This is 
iiot by any means to be'construcd as indicating any partiality on the 
part of the "Daily," but on the contrary each platform as it is formu- 
lated will receive similar prominence in-these columns. 

There is little doubt that the Mock Parliament has come' to stay, 
and its influence should prove wholly beneficial. Quite apart from 
the o))portunities it affords for a frank discussion of important ques- 
tions, it provides a splendid medium for the practice of public speak- 
ing. ' 

If it properly fulfils its function it should prove a veritable forum 
for the expression of every shade , of University opinion, and if so 
employed, cannot fail to be conducive to a wider understanding of 
these questions which this generation will, admittedly, have to face 
and answer satisfactorily within the next few years.

"The Constitutional Party stands for 
the flrjrt IJeal of government, th,- 
ni.tinien.'iaco of peac?-, oi-dor and goud 
government. We comildcr that ex- 
ternal pi'aco can best bo maintained 'n 
Canada and jti (he EmpUe t>y Imperial-. 
Isni. and Empire Parliament, and strong 
military and naval forces. The I.ieni;uo 
of .Valjon» iihuuld bi; given every po.i- 
stble support, but too much rcMimco 
should not be placed on It untU it hoa 
proved .Its Tvorlh, 

Ilegardlne tlio peace and good order 
of Iho country llaelf. It must be remem- 
bered that the individual was ante- 
cedent to the State. lie found he could 
not happily exist In soUtary state and 
soon gathered about himself a family, 
thaii a tribe, thon even tribes were 
forced lo merge Into turgor \\nlta of 
government — the States, In each of 
these enlorgomeuts of the 'ephero of 
government. It bcounc ' necessary to 
subordinate more of Indih'ldual Wghta 
to the welfare of .the state, until now 
the .Stale stands for the fullest IndU 
vldtial frcednm. provided this do 
harm to .another. The compact l.s for 
the State to protect one individual from 
another and the wliolc from external 
airgrcssion. Thix, at- least. Is the long 
standing ^vlow of ConstituUonallsta the 
world over. 

Adopting this a.4 our doct|;ine, we. 
therefore, declare as iinwiirrantcd .xnd 
grotnly iUegnl, legislation regarding 
prohiblUon as recently enacted. The 
closing of the bars certainly iiad the ad- 
vantage of Toduplng crime, but how It 
cnn interest the S£ato ito forbid a man 
to parLakr. 'n his own house, surrounded 
by hts own iriends nml' family, Is bc- 
}'ond the boiiiids of Imagination.' U ia 
an immoral abuse of authority. Even 
more so the agitators for "no smoking," 
Itodicala or Progressives, tia they may 
atWe themselves, should not bo allowed 
to continue their pemick>us inter- 
fcronce. • 

Besides maintaining thai the fttate 
should not In lis legislnlion g:o beyond 
the ncccs«ary limita of peace, order and 
good government, it Is held that these 
three qualities oi progress- must be 
malntalned'at all costs. There ^ouUl 
be no govomment.by a clnx.H for Itself, 
with the evident result of disintegra- 
tion. Strikes irhon, as so often occiu-b, 
obviously lll-foumlcd, should bo trod- 
den down with the full force of 
authority, and all attempts ait the 
launching of Bolshevism nipped In the 

hud, TiMdn Unionism 'should lie recoK- 
nlzed and encouraged, but Trade 
U'nions should be forced to give pub- 
licity of 'the management of their af- 
fairs in a manner slmUal /to all 
eorporuUona. Tho first of President 
Wilson's famous l'V>UT'teen Points can 
well be applied to tho labor World, 
"Opeii ireatdes openly agreed on." In 
this tnanner sbund P9>icies wotild bo 
fostered by Capital and L,abor, und tlio 
radicalism, of both pai^tles eUmiautcd 
by tho time-immemorial custom of 
openly talking out the matter. 

.Additionally, it seems essential that 
tho Constitutional Party state Its v^ovm 
on a few questions of tho day that do 
not hill under ' the categories already 
eitumeratcd. 

Regarding government ownership of 
Indualries, wo condemn this policy In- 
sofar as it extends beyond those public 
servicis csuenllal to the welfare of the 
smaller .units of the State, such us 
I'elephone, Tramways, I.>lEht. In aU 
possible fields.. we consider that private 
Indturtrles should reifn akme and com- 
petition encouraged. 

On the point of tho tariff, we wish 
thte to remain as It Is, among other 
reasons, to avoid further dislocation of 
Industry than that already, caused by 
tho recent war. 

It 1.1 considcaed that Kducation should 
bo more generally provided by the State 
In iltS own Interests, and also In the in- 
tereata of ita Individual eitliens. The 
enomrous loss of "genius^ among thopw 
who cannot afford to itahe the educa- 
tion necessary to dlHCOver and train 
that invaluable Altritnitc, is one of the 
most serious channels of waate In the 
Stata ' 

To briefly sum up otiicr points that 
may be mootM. we «tand out and out 
for complets- aaeistance to returned 
soldiers, adnottntotercd not on the basis 
of days and years iln the army, but 
rather on the basis of deeds done and 
prcicnt need. But on this point thexc 
can be no divercoiico of opinion 'in the 
platforms of the parties. 

We desire conaorvatory measures to 
be taken to the fullest possible extent 
In regard to Canada's forests, lands, 
mlnc^ and waler power, and strong 
earnest cifforts to brln;; to time tho 
profiteering parasites In the country 
that are eauem;; ini!8cr>' to the count- 
less families or tho leas -well-to-do." '

PJLICE UNIONS B CKED 
BY THE RADICAL'S FIRST 
STEP TO SOVIET RULE 

By DR. A. P. M'MAHON. 

At .thd 'request of Preildont Wllibn 
both parties to the dispute between the 
poMoe foroo of 'Woohlnston. D.C., and 
Commlesloner Brownlow postponed 
further action unUI after the meetings 
of the labor and capital conference now 
In MMlon. Woshlnston has thua been 
•pared for the time being the rioting 
and violence that marked the atrike of 
Uv> Boston force. The police In Wash- 
Ington have formed a union In af- 
flUatlon with the Anvcrlcan Fédération 
of Labor, as did the poHc«i In Boston, 
but. have agreed hot to call a strike at 
this tlnu\, to win their demands. 

Thcro ii good reason for believing 
that the movement to unionize tho 
poUoe Is being forcad upon tho Am- 
erican KederaUon of Labor against the 
wishes of Its eaUbVished leaders by 
the radical ekment. This Is thorough 
ly In line with the alms of the radi 
oato, for unionization of the police 
would paralyze tho arma of govern- 
ment and place all power, political as 
woM as economic. In the hands of labor 
organized in 'groups according to oc- 
cupations, which Is the easonoft of 
Soviet rule. 

The Alassaobusetts authorlUe* ro 
fused to arbitrate tho Isrue whether 
or not policemen should be allowed to 
form imlona to protect, their Interests; 
and they denl6d th« poKce this priv- 
ilege In spite of the threat of a strike 
and later in the presence' of danger to 
during, the striko. When 
the atrike was called off after a period 
of violence checked only by the State 
Ouards, tho atrlkora weru not rein- 
stated. > 

Qovarner Spurned Arbitration. 

"We cannot think of arbltratinif the 
government or the form of law," said 
Governor Coolidge, when It was pro- 
posed to hhn that tho Boston trouble 
should . be settled, by discussion. He 
Issucd a statemoht that the laws which 
tho peoplo have mailo through their 
reproscntatlvos must bo upheld. The 
reign of law, the malntonanco of peace 
security, tlio verj- foundation of 
civlllzedjftolety ond of oil organized 
governfflrat artf Imperiled when tho 
police allowed to form unions and 
to R\^^Ky If the Inbop nnd capital con- 
tprcirti' should adopt any oourao of 
action other than emphatic Indorso- 
ment, of Oovernor CooNdga's stand, 
tho basis for realizing a Soviet Amer- 
ica and carying. out tho fantastio 
dreams of the radicaki will thus bo 
tolerated.
